in two Concerns, far more conducing to his ſupportance (if hi; 
ſuir obtain ſucceſſe) then the orher, For their way was only to 
be taught how to wear their (1 a:hs: whereas theſe made their 
Addreſſes how topay for them. 

Receipts and Expettancies be thoſe two which my Obſervation 
hinted ar. Theſe ſoar high, bur (toop low. Receipts are the onl 
Revenues of theſe ſhady Retairers, So as if their Springes he 
them not for when they ſtand, the Petitioners happy Eſcape be- 
comes theit'fa/l. For if tithes will not nibble at the bait, the fiſher 
loſeth his labour. | 

Now there is one thing that mainly obſirutts this Conrt-patieit 
in the purſuic of his Cure, T he Pool 1s no ſooner rroubled, thena 
ſtrong hand ulls in a richer Patient, Fortunes mult needs at 
mo, where /nd##try is regulated by them. For Charity in action; 
of this Pualiy, i3 to be entercain'd as a (iranger ; or the Sollicitr 
1s broke tor ever. As for Expetiances blown into a confidence by 
thoſe bladder. promiſes ofthe Undertaker, they will (wel! high, but 
fall lat. Our wiie OLIVER, jivgratiated more by Promiſes then 
Rewards;knowing well that hope of receiving obligeth more then 
the receit: being no ſooner got then forgot, Courteſies {eldon 


meet 
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meet with chankfull Receivers. Expe&ance injoyns a ſervice 3 
whereas Aemory commonly takes a ſhort farwell of any Cowrre- 
ſy. Bur our (ourt-friend, whether he ſucceed well or no; re- 
quires no luch Remembrancer : He has till ſ{>meching before- 
hand to gratifie his endeavour. Now it is a great advantage cg 
theſe, who involve themſelves in theſe hazardous adventures by 
ingaging their repuration upen hope of Reward, to have che 
Conntenance of lome Emment Perſon, under whoſe Umbraze he 
may ſecure his failings againſt all oppoſition, Nor will ic be to 
his lofſe, ſhould char Atlas or Man of Power ſhare with him in 
choſe Graruities, This will ſer him right, by laying a freſh colow: 
on the darniſhc face of hi; ſuir, Greatneſs has been ever a ſubcer- 
fuge co guiltineſſe.,Nor can any a be ſo criminal,bur ic may find 
ſhelter under the wings of adulterate Honour, This my late Au- 
thoricy can experimencally ſpeak to ; for both my hand and heare 
were atteiters of it,and ſharers in it ; accounting it an addicionall 
height ro my aſſumed Power to caſt a luſtre on a dark ation : 
and diſguiſe thz face of Errour with a counterfeic paine, For as 
I was naturally from my Cradle irreconciliably paſſive in the 
burden of an injury ; and had the gift wich much ſecrehe tocovyer 
ic, till opportunity were offer'd me to lay hold on Revenge : So 
there was none to whom I pretended amiry (being of the Anar- 
chicall Fattion) whom my Rrongeſt aſſiſtance did not ſupport :

Triemnials, an abſolute coMmTand, both in the Concerns of Church 


' and Common-weal : eſpecially after ſuch tine as OLIVER had 


turn'd up his hzels. For tuch Lapwing Regents as his infignih- 
cant Son RICHARD, they were the leaſt of my fears. Such 
greatneſſe was rather co be piried chen exvyed : being ſo unfic for 
governing a Kingdom, as they fell ſhort in the Government of 
themſelves.

covety. And to make way for our Harveſt, we made uſe of 
OLIVERS Heifers, T HURLOE wefound at experienc'd In- 
ſtrument for ſuch high Deſigns. One who had gone along ſuc- 
ceſſefully by forraigs Intelligence with the alliſtance of his poli- 


tick Maſter Juſtice $:-Johbns, whoſe puny Clerk he had been : 


and by his ſubtil endeavours rais'd himlelf trom a Afole-h1ill to. a 
Mountain; from a ( ontempritle ſhrub to an Eminent States. 
man, This Dydapp-r(for he could cunningly awe into all depths) 
had by this time diſclaim'd his ſhamefull purſuance of the young 
Proteftors Title by hi; Father Ordination, which he had fo lately 
with all img udence avouched, Bur his worldly wiſdom had ever 
{ded with me in this opinion : That he who ask'd Connell of his 
Conſcience, advis'd worſt for his own intereſt, Being thus ſecur'd, 
we (to0d confident of proceeding without any rubs in our way, 
$0 as, if Scilla's ring, which had the power to diſcover, by turn-

In'which Breach,my hopes 
grew delperately ſhatcer'd, being expoſed for a prey co a Aonar. 
chical Power, which I had evet cordially abyured,

My reſolyes ſhall cerminate themſelves in this period : choug 
my Contrives cannot accompliſh my defires ; my defirzs ſhall b 
ever to advance my Deſigns. Which, when they are acconya 
nyed wich molt difticulry, they redound moſt co the undertakers 
glory. A Grate can neither leflen che Rirengrh of the Lyons: Steer 
nor weaken the force of his Paws. Though this Ward whereto 
am confin'd, abcidge my watk,, it inlargech my p17; which m 
occult Charafter may occaſionally diſcover, being onely mad 
known tothem, to whoſe ſecrehe I have communicated n' 
thoughts, 


Whether I live or dye, which I muſt leaveto the judici 
Decree of that-Grand-eAſſembly ; theſe my Politicks or (, aſe: 
Conſcrence may highly conduce to the improvement of Polterity 
eſpecially of ſuch, whoſe Studies are bent for their admittance tt 
a State- A cademy.
